Are Importing from Canada. 

“ We now are holding of storagé and fresh 
éggs around 6,000 cases, or fifteen carloads, 
for which we want. higher prices. We secured 
today three cars of eggs in Canada, on which 
we will be obliged to pay a duty of 5 cents a 
dozen. We expect to make a good profit on 


them. 

‘‘ Besides selling our receipts of eggs in the 
city here, we have customers in all the east- 
ern cities who look to us for supplies. We 
are shipping today on orders to St. Louis, 
Detroit, Cleveland, Buffalo, Pittsburg, Bos- 
ton, and New York.”’

The team has no less than five first class 


pitchers. Two of these, Wendell and Nagel, : 


were freshmen last year, and Nagel, con- 
sidering the company he travels in, was one 
of the most effective left handed twirlers of 
the season. In the intercollegiate series he 
pitched! thre ote hit games and one five hit 
game, the latter against Wisconsin. Nagel 
is a slight youth, with absolutely no speed, 
but his slow, twisting curves are hard to 
hit and his throwing is accurate. 

Nagel was found especially valuable last 
year because most college pitchers rely on 
speed, and college batteries grow accustomed 
to hitting fast balls. A slow curve under 
control usually. fools them because of its 
novelty. Illinois men said last year that this 
quality of Nagel’s made him one of the hard- 
est pitchers they had to face. 

Wendell is a big fellow, who has speed and 
control but little curve. The giant of the 
pitching squad is Eyke, whose work kept 
him out of all but one game last year. The 
other three men are Sanger from Kalamazoo 
college, whom Michigan has been after for 
two years, and who was in college but in- 
eligible last year. Two freshmen, Finnerty 
from Oklahoma and Martin from San José 
preparatory school in California, come to 
Ann Arbor with fine reputations as pitchers. 

There are five catchers out for the team, 
Capt. Bird, “ Octy ’ Graham, the Chicago 


football player; a freshman named Burnett, 
And two seniors, Hatch and Gifford, who have 


made sensational records as class team 
catchers. This pressure behind the bat will 
result in a shakeup of the entire infield. Capt. 
Bird, regular catcher, says his competitors 
are so good that he will probably go to second 
base, in which position he has had more than 
a year’s experience, including both college 
and summer baseball. This will force 
O’Brien, the regular second baseman, into 
third base, the only vacant infield place, and 
will give Michigan an exceptional infield. 

O’Brien was out of his element all last year 
at second, being a trained third baseman. 
He is expected to fill the vacancy left by 
Boyle, last year’s third baseman, the player 
who won the first Michigan-Chicago game oy 
throwing out five maroons at the plate when: 
one run would have defeated Michigan. He 
also saved Michigan the Uverlin game in the 
same way. 

At shortstop Campbell, a Chicago boy, is 
playing his fourth consecutive year. Since 
he came to the university no shortstop has 
appeared who could beat him. 

Capt. Bird, at second or behind the bat, is 
playing his third year. De Pree, at first base, 
is in his second year. He is not large, but 
beat out several really tall men last year. 

In the outfield Carrothers is playing his 
third year at right. He is the best pinch 
hitter on the team. “Carry” gets his hits 
in a peculiar manner. He does not stand up 
to the bat and swing in the approved “ nat- 
ural batter’s” form. He half hunches up 
over the plate. This crouch seems to worry 
the average college pitcher, who sends up 
curves fitted to “ Carry's ” crouch and easy 
for him to hit. Redden and Turner are the 
two missing outfielders. Turner was not a 
good hitter and his place will be easy to fill, 
but the man to bat and field like football 
playemedden has not yet been found,

Mr. Llewellyn is connected with 
the American Bridge company. is an en- 
thusiastic lover of and a generous patron of 
the game, and is a hard, systematic, and 

rsistent worker. 
or interesting controversy has stirred the 
local club the Iast week, and the more it is 
argued the further off its settlement appears 
to be.

one grain of gold, the yleld would t to 
something liké 200 tons of gold a cubic mile, 
and as the volume of the world’s ocean is es- 
timated at 400,000,000 cubic miles, the total 
possible yield of gold would be no less than 
1,000,000,000 tons. 


Chance to Test the Theory. — 

The Lancet goes on to observe: 

“ It should be borne in mind, however, that 
the original observations as te the sea.con- 
taining gold were made regarding waters 
which wash the shores of a gold bearing 
country—namely: New South Wales. Still, 
time, no doubt, suffices to effect a uniform 
distribution of the mineral ealta of the sea, 


although the composfticn of sea water varies | 


with the locality from which.it is taken. 

“ We should have thought that an eminent- 
ly practical «experiment in thie direction 
would before now have been undertaken by 
the great steamship companies.

Two reports, those of. the river improve- 
rrent committee and the revenue committee. 
made last Week's méeting of the real estale 
board of wsual interest. 

The first named committee went thoroughly 
into the needs of the Chicago harbor and 
river, and showed by carefully prepared 
tables that while’ the Calumet has gained 
greatly at the expense of Chicagd tn the last 
decade and:a half, the commerce of the two 
combined for last year was less than that of 
the Chicago river alone tn 1889, thus warrant- 
ing the conclusion, the report says, “ that 
the experiment of transplanting the com- 
merce of a great city to a suburban point 
twelve ‘miles away has been accompanied by 
an enormous loss, and that it would be about 
as reasonable to suppose the commerce of 
New York City ‘could be transferred to 
Brooklyn,as that the commerce of Chicago 
could be transferred to any outside point. 

The report recommended an appropriation 
of $1,250,000 by congress, dividing the work to 
be done into two. classes, that of deepening 
the outer harbor to a depth of twenty-one 
feet, to which should be added the recon- 


struction of the north pier, and the Improving | 


of the river so as to secure a depth of twenty- 
one feet from the mouth of the river to Bel- 
mont avenue on the north, and to the steck- 
yards on the south.

Some Important Tax Suggestions. 


In a report, and subsequently in resolutions 
submitted by the revenue committee, there 
was outlined a comprehensive plan for in- 
creasing the city and county revenues. The 
most important suggestions made were, that 
all property be assessed on the basis of 100 
cents on the dollar, and that the boards of 
assessors and review devote their entire time 
to this end. It also was declared much 
money could be secured by establishing a 
comprehensive system of city licenses, such 
as doubling the saloon license, wheel and oc- 
cupation taxes, and compensation from street 
railway ffanchises. It was declared also 
there was room for administrativ economics. 

The justness of the claim for additional 
revenues by some of the taxing bodies was 
recognized, but the opinion was expressed 
that before such claims can reasonably de- 
mand relief through medification of the 
revenue law, greater effort and ingenuity 
should be shown in developing thepresent re- 
sources. 

Any change in the 5 per cent limit of the 
Juul law was opposed strongly, and the 
revenue commitiee was instructed to fight 
through the courts of last resort any at- 
tempt to have the law declared unconstitu- 
tional. For,as it was pointed out, the statute 
now being assailed by the yarious taxing 
bodies is a great adyence over previous

The greatest disadvantage in diamond 
smuggling is the first element of risk; if a 
person is caught by the customs <fficers ith 
an undeclared diamond on his person, the 
@amond is seized on the spot, and as penal- 
ties there are fines and imprisonment. A 
second serious disadvantage of the business 
is the comparative likelihood the customs 
officers will get track of the smuggling and 
of the smuggler. But in case neither of these 
possibilities dev , there is the superla- 
tively dull market for those diamonds which 
“are without custom house pedigrees. 


Smuggling le Difficult, 

The first difficulty in smuggling may be 
encounteréd at the diamond markets of Bu- 
rope. In Paris, for instance, the United 
States government has four agents whose 
duty is to keep the United States customs 
officials in touch with the purchases of stones 
by residents of the United States. If John 


Jones of New York is visiting Paris and has 


bought a fine dlamond or more from a Paris 
Gealer and returns to the New York port of 
entry without declaring such stones, a ques- 
tion is certain to be asked of him. 

The Paris dealer, in accordance with the 
cnstom of the trade, has taken the name and 
address of the purchaser, a description of 
the stone, its color, its weight, and, per- 
haps, a memorandum of & possible peculiar- 
ity. Yet there are Buropean diamond dealers 
who do not recognize the justice of protec- 
tive tariffs, or even tariffs for revenue, and 
some of these refuse to recognize American

gier makes his successful purchases in the 
European markets and starts home ‘with 
them. In the first place he has had the ex- 
penses of the trip across.

But when the smuggler has passed the 
customs inspection safely his financial trou- 
bles, as a business adventurer, have just be- 
gun, He mtist find a market for his gems. 
The market is one of the most uncertain of 
all markets, and for several’reasons. 

Innocent Buyers Must Pay. 

- Jn the fret piace, the United States govern- 
‘ment recognizes no “ ttinocent purchasers ” 
of diamonds that have escaped custome 
duties. If a governtnent agent by any peoe- 
sible means discovers that a person as inno- 
cently as may be is in possession of a gem 
that has escaped duty, that person must pay 
the ad valorem duty of 25 per cent or the 
stone is confiscated. Many times the efforts 
ef the government agents to prove such ille- 
gal possession of stones are failures, but in 
any case these methods create scandal end 
publicity. Neither a dealer of repute nor an 
individual of standing cares to run such a. 
risk. 
Therefore the reputable dealer buys from 
the accredited diamond importer, and when 
he makes a sale, for his own protection he 
takes the name and eddress of his customer 
and a full description of the stone and of its 
setting. On the other hand, recognizing the 
value of such a record at a first class dealer’ g, 
the purchaser is inclined to buy at the place 
of unimpeachable integrity, especially az 
under these circumstances most retail houses 
will allow the original price on a stone in case 
the customer later desires to buy a larger one 
costing more money. 


The reputable deaters in the cities will not . 


buy a stone from any one not connected with 
importing houses. There are two chief rea~ 
sons for this. One is no matter how the stone 
may have been acquired by the person pre- 
senting it for sale, he wants more money for 
it than the same stone can be bought for in 
the market. The other reason is the possi- 
bility of trouble with customs authorities. 


Smugglers’ Market Crooked. 


diamond smuggler needs to find his markets 
among a crooked class of people. His ap- 
pearance in.one of their places of business 
at once puts him more or less in their power. 


Not only this, but the fact that they, too, are 


afraid of the authorities makes it necessary 
that they make quick sales and small profits. 
Out of these situations the whole business 
of diamond smuggling becomes so much be- 
low the promise of almost any legitimate 
business that it has no attractions for any- 
one short of the temperament of the priva- 
teer and the blockade runner. 

But thousands of dollars’ worth of dia- 
monds every year are smuggled into the 
United States, which, at the present timé, 
is the largest consumer of diamonds of any 
country on the globe. Ask a customs 
officer whom he suspects above others of 
this smuggling, and he will tell you that they 
are the wives and daughters of wealthy 
famflies. 


The CRicago customs officers a short time 


ago seized $20,000 worth of diamonds, which 
were smuggied over by a woman. The clew 
was obtained by a government agent in 
Paris, but the woman escaped the strict 
gearch of the New York official, The Chi- 
cago! office was/motified and it set to work 
on the case. 

| 

Smuggling Never Secret. 

It is a certainty of the customs philosophy 
that no person can smuggle a gem into the 
country without at least one other person's 
knowing about it. The woman is certain to 

‘tell a friend, sooner or Jater, and that friend, 
‘if a woman, is certain to tefl another friend 
or two. Logically it may be expected that 
one day a Woman who is not quite the friend 
she has been supposed will find revenge, or 
at leust relief from her pangs of envy, by 
reporting to the customs officers. 

This was‘the course in the search of the 
$20,000 worth of gems. A Woman wrote to 
the officials; reporting the smuggling of the 
$20,000 worth of diamonds, and telling how 
the stones had been secreted behind a porous 
plaster stuck tight between the smuggler’s 
shouMers. The “bilift” made by the cus- 
toms officers “ went,”’ and the stones were 
seizedi.

This, however, is only the beginning. The 
railroad offers the town the opportunity to 
grow and develop into a city, if it has the 
resources that will make it a city. If the 
raw material fis to be had there will come 
factories to make it into manufactured 
product; if it serves as center to a farming 
country, it will become a market and ship- 
ping point. And as the rallroad’s business 
grows so will the size and business of the 
town grow, and vice versa. In most cases 
the resources must be near at hand if the 
town is to be developed into a city by the 
road's advent, 

Occasionally a town is fixed upon by the 
railroad officials as a division headquarters. 
Then it becomes the typical railroad town, 
which is a distinct and separate from 
other types. e railroad town is more in- 
dependent of the surrounding country, and 
it® influences and resources possibly than 
any other kind of town. It is nearly, if not 
quite, sufficient unto itself as far as busi- 
ness anf shipping is concerned. Its principal 
local industries are the railroad shops; its 


citizens, for the most part, are people who 


are on the pay roll of the railroad. Those 
who are not “ railroaders" are busy feed- 
ing and housing them. 


Town of Workers. 

The railroad town is emphatically the town 
of the workers. It generally sports no fine, 
exclusive residence districts, no stately build- 
ings.

Second we have 
the brilliant men of finance and industry, 
who are quick to gee an advantage in the 
market, quick to seize it, and who may make 
a@ million or two over night. Such men we 
‘call “ speculators.” 

The most conspicuous example of the first 
order of men are Rockefeller, Carnegi«e 
Field, Armour, Pullman, the Goulds, the 
Vanderbilts, and so on, while of the second 
class the men whose tiames suggest them- 
pelves first are John W. Gates and James R. 
Keene. 

i Types of Success, 

The men mentioned are large ones of their 
type, but they are types none the less, and 
you will find their couhterparts in the entire 
range of business life from Gates and Carne- 
gie down to the smallest clerk in their em- 
ploy. 
Americans have such lofty ideas of success 
that we all like to imagine ourselves worth 
a hundreé million or so, even though we feel 
that we would be satisfied with a million— 
if we could only get it. Andthe purpose of 
this article is not so much to show how a 
million may be made as to point out a sure 
way by which it can never be made. In 
other words, I wish to show that the bril- 
liant, flash in the pan genius of business is, 


as a general rule, a failure.

The world, take it all around, seldom gives 
something for nothing. The flash in the pen

How One Man Got Along. 

Here is a story which {lustrates the point 
to perfection, and, although the actors in it 
are not millionaires but ordinary men, they 
serve to show the working of the principle 
quite as well as if they were Kings of Wall 
street or heads of trusts.

French Women Are Versatile. 
The French women are ingenious and versatile. They Go 
many kinds of work and do it well.

These women are usually 
skilled in this work, and make it pay, for in Paris most of the 
washing is done out of the house.
